The Search for a President . . . 



The search for a President for 
the University began a year ago, 
with the resignation of Dr. Daniel, 
on October 30, 1989. That search 
is rapidly coming to a head. 

The Laurentian University 
Board of Governors elected the 
following people for the Search 
Committee : Mr. Normand Forest, 
Dr. Roberto Grosso, Mrs. Karen 
Shaw and Chairman Mr. Alan 
Quarney. 

The University Senate named 
the following : Dr. Wes Cragg, Dr. 
Les Davison, Dr. Angus Gilbert, 
Dr. David Gillingham and Mr. 
Conrad Messier. On April 
19,1990. Dr. Gillingham could no 
longer serve on the committee, and 
was replaced by Proffessor Wendy 
Gerhard. 

With the establishment of the 
Search Committee, came an outline 
of minimum criteria in evaluating 
potential candidates, which are as 
follows: 

• strong academic background in 
teaching and research 

• proven administration ability at a 
senior level 



• demonstrated ability to work with 
faculty and students in a committee 
system 

• demonstrated ability to represent 
the University with external groups, 
such as The Ministry, The Council 
on University Affairs 

• Integral bilingualism 

In addition, the Executive 
Committee of The Board of 
Governors, was to provide the 
search committee with "an outline 
of the broad objectives of the 
University." 

The search committee hired a 
counsultant firm, Stoneham and 
Associates, to assist in the process. 

In the beginning, the committee 
received sixty-four initial 
applications for the position of 
President, which can be categorized 
as follows: 

• 8 College/University Presidents 
and Principals 

• 20 Deans 

• 9 Professors 

• 3 Non-University Administrators 

• 15 University Vice-Presidents 



• 5 University Administrators 
(other) 



• 64 = Total 

the initial list included ten females. 

After direct contact by the 
committee, sixteen agreed to 
interviews, which can be broken 
down as follows: 

• 2 College/University Presidents 
and Principals 

• 6 Deans 

• 3 Professors 

• 1 Non-University Administrator 

• 3 University Vice-Presidents 

• 1 University Administrator 



•16 = Total 

By July 30th, 1990, a total of 
five candidates were granted a two 
hour interview, off campus, while a 
special effort was made to locate 
more potential candidates. 

The process led to a second 
interview with one individual, but 
before the second interview, the 
sole candidate declined his 



application. 

The committee reviewed its 
position and reluctantly reported 
that not one candidate met the 70% 
support of the committee. A 
proposition to lower the standards 
of potential candidates was rejected. 

A wide spectrum of groups 
affilliated to the University were 
consulted prior to the consideration 
of the minimum criteria. 

With the process so near its 
deadline of December 31st, 1990, 
SGA President Marc Veno cannot 
see the committee finding a 
permanent replacement for Dr. 
B61anger.

KAR KOLUMN Part I: Emissions

A few weeks ago, there was an 
environmental quiz on David 
Suzuki's show. The issue of urban 
pollution came up, and with it, the 
fact that vehicles are the major 
source of oxides of nitrogen and 
hydrocarbon pollution. This is 
ironic because both of these 
pollutants are the by-products of 
faulty combustion and shouldn't be 
there at all, if the engine is working 
properly. Under ideal conditions 
internal combustion should 
produce, as its end-products, only 
carbon dioxide and water. While 
it's impossible in real life to 
eliminate all unwanted emissions, 
the advent of fuel injection has 
made fuel metering more accurate 
and engines more efficient and 
economical. The mandatory 
presence of emission controls on all 
newer vehicles has also greatly 
contributed to cleaner exhaust 
fumes with minimal effects on 
engine performance. I strongly 
discourage the removal of emission 
control devices not only because it's 
illegal but also because they are an 
effective way in which we can all 
contribute to a cleaner environment 
Emission control system checks 
should be an important part of every 
tune-up. (More about this in 
forthcoming issues.) 

There are three major types of 
unwanted, polluting emissions : 

•oxides of nitrogen 

• carbon monoxide, and 

• hydrocarbons. 

Oxides of nitrogen, frequently 
abbreviated to NO , are formed at 
excessively high combustion 
pressures and temperatures and 
with excessively lean fuel/air 
mixtures (not enough fuel). In this 
case, oxygen combines with the 
normally chemically unreactive 
nitrogen present in the air, instead 



of with carbon from the 
hydrocarbons in the fuel. 

Both hydrocarbons and carbon 
monoxide (CO) emissions result 
from not enough air in the air/fuel 
mixture that enters the cylinder 
combustion chambers. Carbon 
monoxide is the poisonous gas that 
kills people who run their cars in 
unventilated garages. It does this 
by displacing oxygen from 
hemoglobin, the body's oxygen 
carrier molecule. At 70% 
displacement, you die from oxygen 
starvation. CO is formed when, 
due to insufficient oxygen, carbon 
from the fuel combines with one 
oxygen atom insjjpad of two. 
Hydrocarbon emission usually 
simply refers ta unburnt fuel, and 
therefore your gas money, coming 
out your tailpipe as black, sooty 
smoke. It is the result of severe 
oxygen deprivation. Hydrocarbon 
emissions will also be high if one or 
more spark plugs are misfiring or if 
the emission controls aren't 
working properly. 

Lack of oxygen can be due to 
several causes, including : 

• dirty/clogged air filter which 
restricts air-flow to the engine 

• poorly adjusted idle mixture 
on the carburetor 

• choke problems, and 

• thermae malfunction. 

The choke is a butterfly valve 
located in the carburetor which 
blocks off part of the air-flow to the 
engine, creating a more 
concentrated or "richer" fuel/air 
mixture necessary to start the 
engine. Once the engine is running, 
progressively leaner mixtures are 
required. Choke problems are 
usually the result of improper 
linkage adjustment or pull-off 
problems. The most common of 
these is the malfunction vacuum 
pull-off. All it is, is a diaphragm 
assembly which is mechanically 
attached to the choke on one side, 



ana Dy a vacuum hose, to the 
manifold end (bottom) of the 
carburetor on the other. When the 
engine starts and vacuum is created 
by the pistons going down in the 
cylinders, the diaphragm moves and 
places the choke in a more open 
position to allow more air-flow into 
the carburetor. When this 
diaphragm leaks or otherwise fails 
to work the choke stays in the 
closed position restricting air-flow 
to the engine. 

The thermae is a temperature 
controlled valve unit in the air 
cleaner housing body. When the 
engine is cold, the thermae valve 
closes off the main air intake, 
allowing air to come in only 
through a pipe located by the 
exhaust. The exhaust manifold 
heats up very quickly and warms 
the air going to the carburetor. The 
maximum air-flow through this 
route, however, is much less than 
through the main air intake. If the 
valve doesn't open up when the 
engine is warm, there will be 
insufficient air-flow to the 
carburetor at engine speeds, higher 
than idle. 

The idle mixture screw(s) on the 
carburetor, meter(s) the amount of 
fuel that goes into the engine when 
idling. If the setting isn't right and 
too much or too little fuel is going 
in, idling problems will result. 

Carburetor problems only occur 
in cars which have carburetors 
(makes sense . . .). Between 1980 
and 1985, most car manufacturers 
began changing over to fuel 
injection, a much more precise 
system. Your owner's manual will 
tell you which system your car 
uses. Feel free to read it for other 
info : it will tell you the engine type 
(V6, V8, in-line), the engine 
displacement or capacity (in cubic 
inches or litres), the type of drive 
train you have (front, rear, or four 
wheel drive - if it's the latter, 



whether it's full-time or pan-time; 
full-time 4WD uses a lot more gas 
but it's great for winter driving). It 
will also tell you the options your 
car has, such as power steering for 
example. Your owner's manual 
will also provide a schedule for 
preventative maintenance such as 
oil/filter changes, fuel filter 
changes, spark plug and PCV valve 
changes, etc.

Students and the GST Credit 



As part of the government's 
proposal for the Goods and 
Services Tax (GST), a credit will be 
paid every three months to 
Canadians with low and modest 
incomes to offset part or all of the 
tax. 

Most students aged 19 or over are 
eligible to receive the quarterly GST 
Credit cheques. Students under 19 
are also eligible if they are married 
or are parents. 

Individuals may not realize that they 
are eligible and may not have 
applied for the credit. Some have 



little or no income and didn't bother 
to file a tax return (or the green 
GST Credit application form) last 
spring. Revenue Canada Taxation 
needs both forms to calculate the 
credit. 

It's not too late to apply for the 
credit. Individuals can still qualify 
for the full credit, even if their 
application is not received in time 
for the initial payment, which is 
scheduled to be made in December 
1990 in advance of the introduction 
of the GST on January 1, 1991. 
The basic annual credit has been set 
at $190 and the child credit at $100. 
Single adults, including single 



parents, are eligible for an 
additional credit of up to $100. 
This means that 

• a single student aged 19 or over 
will be eligible for a full annual 
credit of $190 (if a student earned 
more than $6,000 in 1989, that 
individual may be entitled to an 
additional credit of up to $100, for a 
total of $290); 

Single parents will also be entitled 
to a full adult credit of $190 for one 
dependant child. The total credit 
payable is reduced by five per cent 
of family income over $24,355. 
Family income does not include 
parents' income even if the student 
lives at home. 



Savagery and 
Civilization: 



The events at Kahnawake in 
Quebec which marked the summer 
of 1990 will have important 
repercussions for the social and 
political life of Canada at several 
levels. These developments which 
emerged from the wake of the 
failure of the Meech Lake Accord 
make us aware of the massive 
frustration on the part of natives. 
These feelings stem from unsettled 
land claims and even more 
fundamental claims to political self- 
government beginning with the 
recognition of the sovereignty of the 
First Nations. Moreover, these 
events seem to have stirred and 
intensified a sense of solidarity 
among the First Nations which had 
gone unrecognized by non-natives 
until now. There appears to be a 
national consensus developing that 
the question of native self- 
government needs to be resolved. 

These events have shown the 
hear universal lack of knowledge 
among Canadians, professors and 
students included, about the living 
conditions of the Natives, their 
spiritual state, the level of their 
frustrations and the nature of their 
land claims. These events have also 
revealed the existence pf a certain 
level of racism (as always, founded 
on lack of information) toward the 
First Nations' peoples. 

At this point, we must question 
what we have been taught and be 
willing to relearn history. At the 
base of our beliefs about the origins 
of "white" history is the notion that 
America did not exist until 
Christopher Columbus, Amerigo 
Vespucci, John Cabot or Jacques 
Cartier discovered it on behalf of 
European interests. Thereafter, 
these lands were considered to be a 
new work opened up to the 
exploitation and accumulation of 
wealth of those who followed. 
They were seen as a paradise for 
those fleeing persecution from 
European civilization. In effect, the 
Europeans did not discover 
America; they conquered it along 
with its inhabitants and their culture 
while, ironically, America was 
becoming a symbol of freedom and 
opportunity for white settlers and 
the Natives were considered to be 
"savages". 

A good historical atlas would 
show us that the Natives have been 
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• a single parent with one child, or

inhabitants of this continent for 
thousands of years, for anywhere 
from 35,000 to 70,000 years 
according to various sources. 
Archaeological exploration shows 
the presence of Natives around Lac- 
St-Louis and the lower shore of the 
St. Lawrence for about 8000 years. 
As for the number of settlers, there 
again these figures depend on the 
source, but can be estimated to have 
stood at between 70 and 100 million 
during the 16th century. At 

Hochelaga, on the Island of 
Montreal, Cartier talked of an 
Iroquois fortified village 
surrounded by wheat fields and 
comprised of 50 long houses with 
about 1,500 inhabitants. At 
Stadocona, near Quebec, the village 
population totalled 600 persons. 
The Iroquois Confederation and the 
Hurons each had populations of 
about 20,000. 

The Natives know of 
applications for 1,000 plants, the 
properties of which they used for 
medicine and food. They were 
engaged in commerce, using a 
network of trails, rivers and their 
tributaries, to obtain goods from 
neighboring villages and those as 
far away as one thousand 
kilometers. It is equally important to 
underline the pervasive operation of 
the rules of gift-giving which 
Marcel Mauss, in his famous book 
Sociology and Anthropology, has 
described as the underpinning of 
social relationships among natives. 
A Jesuit of the seventeenth century 
observed that, "You see here in the 
first place a great love and 
togetherness that they are careful to 
cultivate through their marriages, in 
the gifts, their banquets and their 
frequent visiting. After having 
returned from fishing, hunting and 
trading they always divided what 
they have obtained among 
themselves; if they have obtained 
anything in abundance or have 
bought or been given anything, they 
regale the entire village with it. 
Their hospitality towards all kings 
of strangers is remarkable". 

These very flattering remarks 
about the Native way of life should 
make us reflect on the fate that we 
have reserved for our hosts. In 
many ways their living conditions 
resemble those which the white 
civilization has relegated to all 
aboriginal peoples throughout the 
world, from the Americas, to 
Australia and South Africa. 



It is high time to face our 
general ignorance towards these 
peoples who have inhabited these 
lands long before us, and confront 
our lack of knowledge about their 
cultural traits, their unique 
economic organizations and their 
characteristic forms of social and 
political organization (such as the 
existence among the Iroquois of a 
form of democracy, founded on 
consensus, which has been in place 
long before the arrival of the 
Europeans). Only then can we 
begin to learn from them the 
important understandings about 
their way of life and appreciate their 
respect for the land, for life, and for 
each other. Considering the violent 
course of Canadian politics over the 
past several centuries, perhaps we 
could begin to understand that to be 
considered "savage" is a quality 
which is entirely relative and could 
well be applied to our way of 
relating to the environment, life and 
others around us.

GST Debate on Campus 



The Goods and Services 

Tax, while unpopular, is in the best 

interest of the Canadian economy. 

This was the proposition put forth 

for a debate held by the Department 

of Economics and the Economics 

Students Association on the 30th of 

October, 1990. For the Affirmative 

was Dr. David Robinson, Dr. 

Akhter Faroque and forth year 

student, Mr. Gordon Olivant. For 

the opposed was Dr. D. 

Sakellariou, Dr. K.V. Nagarajan 

and forth year student F.J. 

Gawlina. Given the nature of the 

topic* for discussion and the 

background of the speakers, the 

debate promised to be informative 

as well as entertaining. The debate 

consisted of 5 minute speeches by 

the speakers, alternating between 

the affirmative and the opposed, 

followed by a general discussion 

from the audience. 

The speakers for the 
affirmative started with Dr. David 
Robinson. He described himself a s 
the only person in the room who 
seriously considered joining the 
communist party. His reasons for 
supporting the GST was that it was 
a non-distortionary tax and was far 
more efficient than the 
Manufactures Sales tax that it is 
replacing. He also stated that the tax 
was not broad enough and should 
be extended to include basic 
groceries. Also in favor of the new 
tax was Dr. Akhter Faroque who 
conceded that the tax had both 
positive and aspects to it but that it 
should be judged on its overall 
effect. He said that while the tax 
would have a negative effect on 
inflation and income equity it would 
have a positive effect on Canadian 
competitiveness, future growth, and 
the allocation of resources. In his 
opinion the overall effect would be 
positive. The final speaker for the 



affirmative was forth year student, 
Gordon Olivant. He argued that the 
tax was absolutely necessary 
because Canada's national debt was 
out of control and that it must be 
attended to. He warned that 
ignoring the debt will lead to 
financial ruin. 

The speakers for the 
opposed started with Dr. D. 
Sakellariou who argued that a value 
added tax dos have an advantage 
over income tax because of its 
simplicity, but that the proposed 
GST is very complicated. He said 
that it will hit small business located 
close to the US, the poor, and 
young people, the hardest. Dr. 
Nagarajan argued that the tax is not 
non-distortionary. Canada's tax 
system is already distortionary and 
the GST will not change that but 
will instead lead to higher inflation 
which will cause the bank of 
Canada to increase interest rates and 
thereby push Canada further into 
recession. Finally, forth year 
student, FJ. Gawlina argued that 
Canadian manufactures are hurt far 
more by high interest rates and a 
high dollar than by the old 
manufactures sales tax. He argues 
that if Canada lowers interest rates 
then that will decrease the interest 
payments on the debt an will 
decrease the size of the debt. The 
inflationary pressure caused by the 
GST will lead to higher interest 
rates and will increase the size of 
the debt, not decrease it. 

Once the scheduled speakers 
were finished the debate was 
opened up to the floor. There wee 
some interesting discussions all 
around. It was obvious that the 
opinions vary greatly here o campus 
in regards to the GST and hopefully 
there will be more discussions like 
this last one in the near future.

Book Review : 

In The Minds of 

Men 

by : Ian T. Taylor 

Ian Taylor, a Toronto-based 
writer and researcher, formerly a 
research metallurgist and 
documentary film producer, has 
written a thought-provoking book 
which I, as a science ignoramus, 
was surprised to find very 
interesting. His style is so clear 
that, although there is enough 
information in this book to satisfy 
the most scholarly scientist, it is 
understandable to someone with 
little knowledge of the field. 

The book's subtitle is "Darwin 
and the New World Order", and its 
main premise is that the theory of 
evolution and its full-scale 
acceptance by the science 
establishment of the world has 
affected not only the scientific but 
the social development of our 
society. As Taylor states in his 
introduction, "our personal thinking 
and approach to life are crucially

dependent on whichever of the two 
opposed belief systems we choose 
to adopt", those opposed systems 
being humanistic evolution and 
divine creation. 

In The Minds of Men is nothing 
if not thorough. It starts with the 
ancient Egyptian and Greek beliefs 
about the origin of the world and of 
man, and continues through a 
discussion of the early men of 
science, through Darwin, the 
"missing link" discoveries, the 
discussion on the age of the earth, 
and the effect on our society 
produced by the revolution in the 
thoughts and underlying philosophy 
of life which resulted from the 
propagation of Darwin's theory. 
The book is copiously footnoted 
and cross-referenced, and contains 
appendices for scholarly readers 
and many illustrations for those of 
us who like our science watered 
down. 

For a generation of readers who 
have grown up in an educational 
system which encouraged them to 
question and not blindly accept 
ideas which are presented to them, 
it makes sense that an alternative to 
the theory of evolution should be 
considered. There is no better way 
to investigate this alternative than 
through this book, which presents 
its case in a clear and orderly style, 
covering all facets of the 
controversy. 

Ian Taylor will be speaking and 
answering questions from the 
public in the Great Hall on Friday, 
November 16th, between 12 noon 
and 1:30pm. Anyone interested in 
acquiring a copy of his book can do 
so there. Attend with an open 
mind, and prepare to be stimulated 
if not convinced.

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Cooperations: A true Alternative 



Cooperatives are an 
alternative to private enterprise. It 
is important to note that 
cooperations exist that they are real 
and they are important, even to a 
student. A question arises, How 
can students incorporate the 
collective mentality of a cooperation 
within campus life? 

Well, there are many 
avenues that one can take. In a 
lecture, given in a second year 
cooperative studies course, guest 
speaker David Madigan 
(Development Consultant for 
Northern Non Profit Housing) said 
that "Cooperative housing is the 
best alternative". 

In 1898, the SGA 
approached Mr. Madigan to look 
into the development of a 
cooperative residence on campus. 
Unfortunately, due to the teacher's 
strike and other difficulties, time ran 
out and the project never got off the 
ground. However, the cooperative 
formula can still be utilized, here, 
on campus. 

Students, as a mass, have 
power. If a group of students 
would get together to form a 
cooperation (including a board of 
governors), this would give them a 
sense of unity, as well as the power 
of democratic decision making. 

"Co-ops are not marginal 
and unimportant, in fact it is an 
international movement" says 
Ginette Lafrenifcre, a professor of 
Cooperative studies of the School 
of Commerce. Did you know that 
over 10 million Canadians are 
members of a cooperative 
enterprise? A cooperative enterprise 
is made up of 6 elements. They are: 

1) A free and voluntary choice 

2) The insurance that everyone 

involved in a cooperation 
has one vote. 

3) Interest on the capital 

4) Rebate 

5) Education 

6) Intercooperation 

After the cooperative is ' 
formed and there is a free and 
voluntary commitment on the parts 
of it's mem bers, they can begin to 



assess the needs oi the student 
population. For sake of argument, 
say that the needs assessment stated 
that there is a definite need for a 
weekend restaurant on campus. 
Instead of Marriot Foods, and 
American based company, running 
the restaurant, why not have a 
student cooperation do the 
management in other words, why 
not have a group of students share 
job duties in order to service a need 
of it's population. The collective 
mentality and the sense of 
community that is involved in a 
cooperation can prove to be 
beneficial to the students involved 
and also to student life in general 
because it gives them a sense of 
belonging. 

This ideology was first 
utilized by Alphose Desjardin in 
establishing the "Caisse Populaires" 
of Quebec. These "Credit Unions" 
proved to be a guiding force in the 
financial security of the province as 
will as fiscal benefits for small 
towns. 

Another very real utilization 
of the cooperative formula would be 
to form a worker co-op. "Instead 
of working for minimum wage, for 
someone else, why don't students 
form a worker co-op where they 
can determine their own salary?" 
states Ginetee Laffreni&re. There 
are various grants available to start 
worker co-ops and all that is needed 
is a commitment on the students 
part. For more information please 
do not hesitate in contacting (Jinette 
Lafrenidre at extension 2130. 

Another interesting facet of 
the cooperative formula would be 
the utilization on the international 
level. International cooperations 
have existed for a long time in 
Europe and are now slowly starting 
to appear across the world. In 
southern countries, the cooperative 
formula takes the form of 
investments for the realization of 
mega projects. In northern 
countries, the formula stands for 
1 unification. In other words, a mass 
of people grouped together to act 
upon a certain need of its 




population. In eastern countries, 
the cooperative formula is still in 
stages of development. This is due 
to peristrika or the shift from 
socialist governments to 
capitalist/democratic governments. 
Therefore, the future of 
cooperations lies in the dissociation 
of the state. In other words, the 
introduction of the cooperative 
formula is a direct function of 
governmental dissociation. 

It has come to the attention 
of certain students that the 
cooperative studies program at 



Laurentian University is under 
attack by the administration. It is 
up to the students to fight for this 
program. It is one of the only 
cooperative programs in Canada 
and should be regarded as such. 
Therefore, this program is not only 
important to the community it 
services but also to the population 
of Canada. It is up to us to keep the 
cooperative studies program alive.
